WASHINGTON, Nov. G. — President 


Wilson has no intention of pardoning 
Eugene V. Debs Socialist candidate 
for president,, now in Atlanta prison, 
during the remainder o£ his term In 
office it was authoritatively learned 
from official sources today. 


The president is reported 
to feel 


"that the pardon would tend to break 
.down, the morale of the country es- 
pecially because of the prominence of 
the prisoner. 


It was stated on unquestioned au- 


thoritj- that Attorney General Palmer 
is reported to favor the pardon of the 
Socialist leader but that the president 
is opposed to it. feeling that it would 
tend to open controversies in the fu- 
ture. Should this country again be at 
war it was pointed out by those out- 
liinng Wilson's views, such tendency 
would tend_ to encourage persons to 
say or do anything they pleased with- 
out regard for the actions of the courts 
or of the government, believing that 
such action would be followed either 
by a pardon or by release at tha end 
Of £he war. 


It was also pointed out that two 


hundred political prisoners had been 
released laot Christmas and that there 
in reality has been ?. general amnesty 
for political prisoners.

That is the 
liquor issue. 
Without a doubt the American people have 


definitely and permanently committed this nation to prohibition. 


It was the popular belief, among the drys at least, that 


when the Eighteenth Amendment was inserted in the nation's 
organic law that by that act the end had come. When the Vol- 
stead Act was submitted to the federal house of representatives 
and senate and passed, and, later passed over the veto of Presi- 
dent Wilson, it was believed that the final nail in the coffin of 
old Kingt Alcohol had been driven. 


But the liquor forces had one more card to play. They de- 


clared that the present congress did not represent the sober sec- 
ond thot of the people and that this thot would be shown at the 
polls Tuesday by the election of a wet congress. The issue was 


tion of the will of the people AM exprewed in the Eighteenth 
Amendment has just begun. 


For awhile* the liquor interests were cowed by the speed 


with which ratification of the Eighteenth Amendment was se- 
cured. Their fear was further increased by the surprising ma- 
jorities with which the Volstead Law was passed and later sus- 
tained in Congress, despite presidential veto. 


But after the first six months of federal prohibition this fear 


began to subside. Little by little the real spirit of the heads of 
the American liquor traffic began to show itself. As always it 
was a spirit of rank lawlessness, of sheer anarchy. 
Eve/n the 


great cities at first showed a semblance of law obedience and in 
the smaller municipalities a surprising" compliance was shown 
by the liquor people for both the letter and spirit of the law. 


But in recent months there have been frequent and flagrant 


violations of the law. The liquor interests have thrown off their 
mask of fake submission and are openly defying the law and the 
internal revenue officers. In all the large cities liquor is now be- 
ing sold more or less openly. 


The fight is now in the open and should be sharp and de- 


cisive. The people have voted dry in every conceivable form. 
Here in Ohio we have sustained the hands ot the legislature by 
giving approval in a state-wide referendum to House Bill No. 
620. 
A dry delegation has been sent once more to congress. 


In other states about the same results have been secured by 


the militant drys. Prohibition has been sustained at every 
aVigle and the wets have lost in every form of appeal their in- 
genuity could devise. It is now up to the officials to whom is en- 
trusted the enforcement of the law. 
It is now no longer a question of wet and dry in America, or 


in Ohio. It is a straight-out, clea::-cut fight between law en- 
forcemnet and anarchy. The people cannot afford .to go to sleep 
now.
